Will the cap fit anv class of farmers 
bearabout? Hear what the San Fran- 
cisco Newsletter says of some farmers 
of California, whose uuthrift and hizi- 
iiess are ruining their lands: "The 
most shiftless and thriftless of all un- 
feathered bipeds is the average Cali- 
fornia farmer. For twenty years he 
"has been putting the same land in wheat 
and barley, from year to year plowing 
ifc bu^ four inches deep, and wondering 
why it don't produce as much and of as 
go«d a quality as it did for the first two 
or three years. In all these years he 
has never thought of planting anything 
elso'thnri wheat and barley. Ho has 
depended on the grocer of tlio nearest 
town for his lard, bacon, bams, pork, 
butter, cheese, on the nearest butclier 
for fresh meat, and if ho has nob hyber- 
nated too far from the settlements, lie 
has bought more than half the bread 
bis family consumed from the baker, 
and the milk for his cofteo from tlio 
milkman. Many of them do not raise 
their own vegetables. And yet 
this average California farmer is won- 
dering bow it is that he don't get on 
in the world. The reason is right on 
the surface. Everybody but himself 
sees it. He plants but one staple, does 
not half cultivate that, has a total fail- 
ure onct* in four of five years, and it 
costs liim all he can possibly earn in 
this slouchy way to keep body and 
soul together. . He can't lay up any- 
thing, his land is becoming poorer and 
poorer as iiis family grows larger and 
himself older, and if ho does not soon 
change his style of business to some- 
thing that may coi'nmand the respRct of 
intelligent men and women he will 
end a good deal poorer than when ho be- 
gan. The average California farmer 
has been spoiled by too much flattery. 
It is tinie he should be known as the 
indolent, shiftless creature who is wast- 
ing his life. Ins land and bis pointless 
energies in a way that would be dis- 
graceful to H hulf-civilized Indian. We 
have some good farmers, but they are 
few and far between, and this will 
please rather than offand them, for 
thcv know that its true." 



THE WELLINGTON. IIOLOCA UST. 

Of the shocking occurrences it has 
been our lot to record, the "Wellington 
horror throws all in tLe shade. The 
emotions df a human being chained to 
a post wiio sees death in its most pain- 
ful form advancing with a hundred 
firey tongues licking his face, his 
hands, his hair, scorching and shrivel- 
ing- the skin, searing the eyeballs — 
witb a hundred hands anxious and 
willing to save hut driven back by the 
hot breath of the monster — are beyond 
the ])ower of pen to describe. The 
day, we are informed, Iiad been one of 
unusual mirth. The sylvan grove re- 
sounded to the -merry voices of the 
pleasure-seekers. The dance, the song 
and the jest were at their height wlifn 
the cry of "fire" arrested the attention 
of the happy groups. Every eQ'ort was 
made to save the unhappy wretch who 
stood chained like the god to the rock, 
unable to tear himself away from an 
impending fate. Some brave, bold 
spirits ventured within, and seizing the 

► man endeavored to loosen the iron 
bonds. Life was dear to the poor man. 
To them ho appealed in agonized ac- 
cents to "cut his arms otl" that he 
might have a chance to run. Driven 
from Lis side by the flames, those who 
would have rescued him paused at the 
door and beheld the writhing form as 
■ ': it-Btruggled to get free and listened to 

"tiie plaintive cries until the flames 
swooped down and drowning the 
voice in their roar seized him 
in their deadlv embrace, while a 
dense volume of smoke like a fun- 
neral pall hid the closing scenes from 
mortal gaze. Although blame may not 
attach to any person for this awful 
aSair, we hope the lesson will not bo 
lost upon those who hold the public 
purse-strings. No prisoner should be 
confined without some ])erson whoso* 
special duty it shall be to render as 
sistance in case of emergency, being 
placed oh duty. 

: A LITTLE MOUE OF THE SAME 
SORT. 

The government are in hot water again. 
This time it is the School Tax Act that 
fliut es disgi'untlcmont, Not content to lot 
well enough alono they have patched and 
hocchcd the statutes of the Elliott guv- 
eniinent until ac;ircely n piece of tho 
original fabric rem;iins, and tho Hudson 
Bay Company's lleot of steamers niiijlit 
now be driven through thera anywhere 
without tiiuchiiig. The government last 
year made the school t:ix payable on tho. 
2d day of January in each year, and dur- 
ing the present month (seven inunths be- 
fore tho tax is due) have made a demand 
on the railway contractor for tho payment 
of §3,300, tho amount of Bchnol ta.x for 
1100 men in his employ. The demand 
will be resisted and tho government, being, 
bound by their own Act, will lose their 
case. But this is not the worst feature 
of the matter. As Oliiiiamen are employed 
at the Ginneries only during tho summer 
mouths, every one will escape payment, 
becauBo when tho date for the annual 
collection of tho tax ' comes round tho 
Chinamen will bo gone and the canneiy 
owners cannot legally collect from tliom 
.. in the summer a tax that is not due until 
■" the 2d of January. Truly, my masters, 
the work goes bravely on. '

ZmperialTarliuaont.- 

THK ANTECEDENTS OK HR; OUAIDLEUEL 
LACOUn QUESTIONED BY Ak IRISH 
MEMBER— AN ABORTIVE ATTEMPT OF 
THE GOVERNMENT TO SILENCE THE 
OBSTRUCTIVE. 

London, June J 5. 
The House of Commons was yester- 
day afternoon tho scene of extraordina- 
ry disorder, produced b}' a question 
reflecting upon the character of M. 
Challeniel Lacotir, tho French Ambas 
sador designate to the Court of St, 
James. 

Mr. O'Donnell asked the under secre- 
tary of foreign afl'dirs whether the 
future French ambassador is the same 
citizen Challemel Lacour who, as one 

of the prefects of tho provisional gov- 
ernment of September 4th, 1870, 
ordered the massacre of Col. Carayon 
Lateour's battalion in the telegram, 
"fusilicz moi ces gcns-la," contained in 
the report of a commission of tho Na- 
tional assembly on the subject. The 
future ambassador was further accused 
of having been concerned in the plun- 
der of a convent during the Conunu- 
nistic rising. An oflbrt had boon made 
to prevent jMr. O'Donnell from making 
the question, bub the speaker liad ruled 
in Ids favor. Mr. O'Donnell asked his 
question amid Conservative applause, 
and exclamations of dissent from tho 
Liberal and Irish benches. 

Sir Clias. Dilko's reply on the part of 
tho government sounded like a pano 
gyric. He denied tho imputed crimes, 
reciting the good reputation of the 
ambassador, amid triumpliant Liberal 
cheers. iSIr. O'Donnell, who was act- 
ing in concert with the active .section 
of llie Conservative party, adopted I\Ir. 
Parnell's system of tactics so far as ap- 
plicable to purely English questions. 
He was not to bo suppressed thus sum- 
marily, his object was to create such a 
scandal as would render M. Lacour's 
position in English .society as unplea- 
sant as jiossible. The motive for this, 
too, is found in tho extreme ultramon- 
tane views of the memher for Dungar- 
veu, and tho desire of his Conservative 
allies to damage the credit of the gov- 
ernment There was also a personal 
feeling of resentment on account of 
certain bitter articles written by 0am- 
betta's organ. La liepuhliquc Francaise, 
on the Irish question, and more espe- 
cially Mr. O'Donnell's ixposition 
thereof in his own letters signed "Un 
Depute Irelandais." When Sir Charles 
Dilke sat down, amid demonstrative 
cheers on tho part of the Liberals, he 
and his friends evidently thought ho 
had scored a victory. 

Mr. O'Donnell rose, expressing dis- 
satisfaction with Sir Charles Dilke's 
reply. He reiterated the statements, 
having taken the precaution to put 
himself in order by announcing ho 
would propose a motion. Ho was 
frequently and violently interrupted by 
tiie Liberal . majority. Finally, Mr. 
Gladstone rose to a point of order, and 
propo.-ied that tho honorable member be 
no longer heard. This interference 
with the liberty of speech of a member 
rallied the Irish party to Mr. O'Don- 
nell's support. Perceiving the danger 
of tlie precedent which it pro))Osed to 
establish, Mr. Parnell spoke, attacking 
Gladstone's tyrannical pretensions, and 
taunting bim with the fact that there 
was no precedent for his attempt to in- 
terfere with the liberty of speech of tho 
House. 

Mr. Gladstone replied that such pre- 
cedent existed, but admitted that it 
was two hundred years old. This, ad 
mission was received with ironical 
cheers and groans. 

Sir William Harcourt next spoke. 
He proceeded to attack Mr. O'Donnell 
in a violent manner and was met by 
storms of groans and cries of "Uh." He 
withdrew for fully five minutes. 

The Home Secretary was met every 
time he attempted to speak with groans 
and cries that drowned his voice, ren- 
dering it impossible to proceed. He 
was (inally compelled to submit to the 
Speaker and withdraw the too personal 
observations directed against O'Don- 
nell. C'liallemel Lacour was soon for- 
gotten in tho graver question of lib- 
erty of speech which Mr. Gladstone's 
proposal involved. 

Sir Stafford Northcote, the conser- 
vative leader, deplored the attack on 
the liberty of members of Parliament 
by the liberal leader. The JMinisters 
were very unhappy in their arguments 
and languaga *. 

Mr, Forster defined Mr, O'Donnell's 
speech "as contrary to the decencies of 
of tlie House." He was met by groans 
and cries of "withdraw." Ho stood 
firm, however, and insisted that the 
lion, member be ho further heard, but 
the Speaker refused to i}ut the motion, 
thus showing unusual partiality. 

Sir William Harcourt continued his 
eflbrts to speak, but the House refused 
in the most disorderly manner to listen 
until the ofl'ensivo statements wore 
withdrawn. Mr. O'Donnell replied 
in a singularly happy manner. Sir 
William Harcourt visibly weakened, 
Mr, Gladstone's face betrayed annoy- 
ance and discontent. 

When the wordy contest had lasted 
for hours Mr, Shaw proposed as a 
conlpromise that JMr. Gladstone and 
^Ir. Parnell should withdraw their mo- 
tions, and that the Ministry should 
allow Mr. O'Donnell to complete his 
statements, but the member from Dun- 
garvcn' refused and insisted upon tho 
right of free speech. Cries of "divide" 
greeted members attempting to speak 
until Lord Hartington rose. He had 
not spoken four sentences when he, too 
was called to order for attempting to 
enlist the Queen's name on his side. 
Mr. Parnell moved an adjournment of 
the debate' as a trial of strength, which 
resulted in the government securing a 
majority of 107, Major Nolan, on 
the House re-assembiing, moved an ad 
journment. 

Sir Stafford Northcote, anxious to 
t h ro w oil on tbe . .troubled^vyaterBi pro- 
posed that 'Mr/ '^Gladstoitie-'slw so 
limit bis motion to silence O'Don- 
nell so that it should not establish a 



precedent, a suggestion iLs Premier 
acted upon. Later in the debate when 
it was no longer acceptable, Mr. Big- 
gar created a good deal of amusement 
by expressing the opinion that all the 
trouble had been caused by a Minister 
injudiciously deciding a question when 
under excitement, and that he thought 
Mr, Gladstone should confess he was 
wrong and osk leave of the House to 
withdraw, A third division was taken 
at 1 1:48 on Lprd^Elchq'a^ motion/ The 
noble lord' took cafe to" dis-associntc 
himself from the attack on the French 
ambassador, basing his action on the 
apprehension that tho motion of tho 
Premier would seriously endanger lib- 
erty of speech in Parliament. The di- 
vision resulted in a majority of 202 fof 
the government, 97 voting with Lord 
Elcho, composed of Eadicals, Home 
Rulers and Conservatives, The an- 
nouncement of tho result was hailed 
with Liberal cheers. 

Mr. Oorst, member for Chatham, 
then moved tho appointment of a select 
committee, it being undei'stood that if 
the government refused to accept this 
way out of tho difticulty, Sir StafTord 
Northcote would vote against tho gov- 
ernment, which he had supported, 'dur- 
ing the discussion. 

Mr. O'Connor Power spoke against 
tho committee, but made an eloquent 
appeal to the ministers to accept the 
compromise oflfered them four hours 
earlier, reminding the government of 
what had been accom])lislicd by nine 
determined obstructionists in tlie last 
Parliament, and warning thera that they 
wore face to face witii opposition as 
determined and ten times more power- 
ful. 

Professor Rogers reminded the 
•House that tho only two precedents for 
Mr, Gladstone's motion were in 1458 
and 1004, which were somewhat obso- 
lete, 

Mr. Gladstone, in a conciliatory 
speech, declared that he never had an 
intention to deprive members of the 
right of discussing any matter they 
thought fit when moving an adjourn- 
ment of tho debate. He therefore in- 
tended no attack on their privileges and 
disclaimed any intention of creating 
tho precedent which had alarmed the 
minority of the House. He expressed 
a willingness to withdraw his motion, 
tliat the honorable member bo not 
heard, if INIr. O'Donnell would under- 
take to confine himself to giving notice 
that he would call attention at some 
future day to certain facts in relation 
to the character of tho French am- 
basaador'designate. This compromise 
was agreed to, and at five minutes past 
one this morning Mr, O'Donnell gave 
notices of a motion, and as if by en- 
chantment the House resumed its 
wonted quiet tin though no storm of 
passion had swept over it. Tho gov- 
ernment made a miserable fiasco in 
their attempt to silence Mr. O'Donnell, 
and tho liberal majority laid them- 
selves open to the charge of being ready 
to sacrifice tho time-honored liberties 
of parliament at tho bidding of tho 
party leaders. In point of confusion 
and disorder tho session rivalled tlie 
worst scenes wliich have disgraced the 
French Chamber of Deputies. Did the 
same code of honor exist in England as 
in Frnnco more than one luindrad 
members would have to accept conven- 
tional coffee for one, and pistols for 
two, as in thd heat of tho debate tho 
charges of falsehood were bandied 
about among members on tho benches, 
but in such a way as not to come under 
public notice. Blame princit)ally at- 
taches to the government, for had no 
attack been made on the liberty of tic- 
bate, Mr. 0' Donnell would not have 
had the support of half-a-dozen mem- 
bers. None of the Irish would have 
taken his part, as the party felt dis- 
gusted lit being dragaed into what tlicy 
consider a discourteous and diagraccful 
demonstration. The ambassadors' gal- 
lery w^S'-crowded with distinguished 
viijit<ifs who seemed thoroughly to en- 
joy the bear garden scene. The hits 
at the ministry and the attacks made 
on the foreign governments by Glad- 
stone were thoroughly enjoyed by the 
diploma tic representatives.

A Ifothor and SauarMsr Arrosted for 
Jlolsbln? a Olitirch. 

That staid and quiet town, Santa 
Barbara, was tlirowii into quite a flut- 
ter of excitement, last; week, by the re- 
port of the arrest of two female resi- 
dents, a widow and daughter, who had 
hitherto been considered highly respect- 
able, on a chargo of larceny, in March 
last tho Presbyte'rijin Church was rob- 
bed of a lot of furniture, silver-ware, 
and other valuables, in fact, to use a 
homely expression, the sacred edifice 
was almost completely "gutted;" every 
movable article of any value having 
disappeared .between two Sundays. Of 
course, the 'wily detective of the Santa 
Barbara polico force had a theory — a 
detective -^vithout a theory is an anoma- 
ly oven in Santa Barbara — which was, 
that the crime wa.s committed "by 
somo person of the lower class," as tho 
Press puts it, and investigations were 
directed in that direction. Time wont 
on, however, and the ^theory failed to 
bear fruit ; tiie affair remained as much 
of a mystery as flfor. Finally, tho 
ladios of the congregation concluded 
they had an idea as to who were the 
guilty parties. They continued their 
investigations, and, after pretty tho- 
roughly working up tho case, called in 
the City ilarshal, and made known to 
him whom they suspected. It was none 
other than Miss Mary Jano Hurley, 
formerly librarian of the church, and 
hor mother. The officer visited the 
Hurley mansion, and in the reception- 
room, into which ho was ushered to 
meet the ladies,, ho found a sofa, a 
cencre-tablo, an extension dining-table, 
a small corner or flower stand, and a 
camp chair — all the property of the 
Presbyterian Church — that which had 
been stolen last March. An cQort had 
been made to disguise most of tho 
furniture. The gilt flower stand had 
been ]jaintod over. The centre-tablo 
had tho scroll work on its legs hacked 
off with a hatchet, and the same hatchet 
had knocked and broken off tlio black 
'walnut top moulding of the sofa. The 
broken pieces of the moulding the 
Marshal found hidden under a bed in 
tho house. This inquiry led to others. 
In the house occupied by Mrs. Hurley 
was also found a vast quantity of 
clothing evidently stolen from clothes- 
lines in tho neighborhood of tho Hur- 
ley residenca These bundles afforded 
a feature of tho investigation subse- 
quently. The goods were classified, 
wrapped up separately, and marked 
with each owner's name. In one of 
tho packages was found several pairs 
of drawers belonging to a real estate 
agent. Another contained the uulaun- 
dried linen of one of the county sujier- 
visors .and some female garments bo- 
longing to members of his family; a 
bundle marked with the name of a 
local justice of tho peace, contained, in 
addition to tho judicial linen, a water 
filter, a lot of old brass kettles, a frying 
pan or two, and some tin cups. Mrs. 
Rev. C. E. Strong was enabled to claim 
a lot of bed linen and underwear. Miss 
Hunt, daughter of O.ll. Hunt, claimed 
a couple of vase.s, which disappeared 
suddenly one timo after a church festi- 
val And so the work of reclamation 
wont on untilJudge Crane's court-room 
bogan'to look like a junk shop. The 
ladies wore arrested and taken into 
court, and after a brief examination 
held to bail. Afterward, however, one 
of the gentlemen who was upon tho 
bond, asked to bo released, and the live 
females were committed to the county 
jail. The friends of the Hurlejrs assert 
that it is a clear case of kleptomania. 
As to the antecedents of the parties, 
little is known. It is certain that they 
arrived in Santa Barbara two years 
ago, both in delicate health, and since 
then^have been greatly benefitted by 
the invigorating climate. Whether tiie 
kleptomania is normal or only develop- 
ed by the climate, will prove an inter- 
esting subject for the local cliiuato- 
graphists. The present outlook is very 
fair for the ladios having thoir stay in 
the "New Italy " brought to au abrupt 
termination. — S. F. Call. 

OanadiaaMall. 

[Per Bt«amcr Oeorsre E. Starr.] 
Mos'TRi5AL, June 23. — This morning 
in the Court of Appeals judgment waa 
rendered in the case of Mr. Alexander 
Molson. Mr. Molson had been arrest- 
ed on a capias for §32,000 on the 
ground that ho had secreted his eUects 
with the intention of defrauding his 
creditors. A petition to quash the 
co^jftM was presented before Mr. Jus- 
tice Papineau, who dismissed it and 
maintained the caputs. This was the 
judgment appealed from. Sir" A. A. 
Dorion, Chief Justice, delivered the 
judgment of ibe Court. The defend- 
ant had borrowed some ^32,000 which 
ho bad deposited in tho Mechanics' 
bank. This §32,000 which was in the 
name of Alo.Kander Molson, was trans- 
ferred and held by him in trust for 
Eliza A. Molson, liia ■wife. This was 
proved to havo been after tho 17th of 
June,' 1875. la the month of July it 
was found that an officer of the bank 
had been guilty of a defalcation to the 
extent of 8100,000. As the capital 
was only §300,000 this deScit placed 
the bank in a very precarious condition. 
On the 20th of September the bank 
closed its doors, on tho 7th of Septem- 
ber the whole of the $32,000 had been 
withdrawn by. Mr. Molson acting for 
his wife. It was proved that a great 
portion of this money went to pay Mr. 
Alexander Molson's debts, for which 
securities had been given out of tho 
^132,000. $6,000 had in no satisfac- 
tory way been accounted for. lie had 
transferred the money to his wife and 
then withdrawn it to pay redeemed 
securities belonging principally to fam- 
ily estates. His lordship held that the 
secretion was clearly proved and had 
not been disproved by tho defence. 
The judgment of the court bolow was 
therefore confirmed. 

St. John, Nfld,, June 22.— Tho lit- 
tle, steamer Anthracite, from London, 
ftfV^ve^ a,{tey an eighteei^ da^s' voy- 



age. She is the smallest steamer that 
over crossed the ocean. Her total 
length is 84 feet. The voyage was uu 
dertaken far tho jiurpose of testing the 
capabilities of Perkins' system of higl 
pressure engines. Only 20 tons of coal 
was useil on the trip and 43G gallons 
of water. 

St. Thoma.s, Juno 22. — This cyeiiin 
a man named Patter.son, a fireman on 
the Canada Southern Railway, was 
shot by his wife, the ball entering his 
chest. Tho surgeon probed for the bul 
let but failed to discover it It is not 
thought tho wound will prove serious. 
The cause is supposed to havo been jeal- 
ousy. 

Halifax, Juno 22. — Charles B. Bow- 
man, Judgo of PrDbato for Hants 
county, died at Windsor yesterday. 

St. Johs. N.B,, June 22. — Last Sun 
day was the third ahriiverssry of the 
great fire at St. John, N.B. During 
the interval tho work of rebuilding has 
been steadily pursued, tho total num- 
ber of brick and atone building.s erect- 
ed in tho burnt district being 428, at a 
cost of $4,105,700; GG2 wooden build- 
ings having been put up costing .9912, 
827. It is to bo regretted that tho 
proportion of wood to brick and stone 
construction is so large, in view of the 
experience of tlio past. Outside tho 
burnt district buildinga of tho estimat- 
ed value of $112,000 have been erected, 
bringing the total to. about $5,230,527. 
Tho local amount of money expended 
by the Relief and Aid Society was 
$271,209, and tho balance on hand 
amounts to §139,50,3. 

An engineer who is a conservative, 
writing from British Columbia to a 
contractor here, states that along tho 
one hundred and twenty-seven inilos of 
railroad recently let by contract in the 
Pacific province thevo is not fertile 
land enough to produce food for the 
staff which will havo to bo employed in 
working tho road whon constructed. 
Ho characterizes tho sections let as bo 
ginning nowhere and ending nowhere, 
and states that in several places work- 
men will havo to bo suspended by 
ropes over the clifls in order to pick 
standing room in the smooth face of 
the rock along which the lino will havo 
to bo cut- Ho further stales that the 
population along the projected route 
consists purely of a few broken down 
miners, relics of the gold fever, all of 
whom expect to be cmployds on the 
road. — Globe.

A shocking discovery of human rc 
mains has lately been mado in Ilailoy 
street, Cavendish squftro, one of Lon- 
don's fashionable streets. Tho house 
for more than twenty years has been 
occupied by an independent gentleman, 
named Henriques, and bis family. 
About eighteen months ago the family 
noticed an offensive smell proceeding 
from a cellar opening into tho area. 
This unpleasant experience continued 
for nearly si.x months, when Mr, Hen- 
riques determined on the drain being 
seen to, and accordingly tho workmen 
were engaged to put things in proper 
order, and for a time it was thought 
the remedy had been effectual. After 
a time, however, the odour in the base 
mcnt of the building became still more 
apparent, and this was particularly 
noticeable on Thursday morning. It 
had been the custom of Arthur Kirk- 
land, the footman, lo clean the boots in 
the cellar under the pavement, where 
tho horrible discovery was brought to 
lightj and on tho morning in question 
the smell here was so great tbat he 
drew tho butler's attention to it, and 
the latter resolved to ascertain the 
cause. In the collar referred to there 
was a galvanised iron cistern, having a 
brick staging, and in the opening un- 
derneath, some distance away, there 
was a barrel in an ujiright position, on 
the top of which were placed a number 
of seltzer-vvater bottles, gallipots, ikc. 
With some little trouble the barrel was 
brought forward, when the butler re- 
marked. "There is somebody in here," 
Directly afterwards they came upor the 
body of a buiiian being which had 
been forced into tho barrel, the nether 
extremities being uppermost. One arm 
only was perceptible, the nails on the 
fingers being in good preservation, and 
both of tho knees appeared tiglitly 
pressed into the stomach. Tho remaiu.i 
w ero in a greatly decomposed condition, 
so much so that idcntitication as to sox 
seemed almost impossible; but a length- 
ened examination on the part of the 
doctors resulted in the conclusion that 
the body was that of a female. It is 
surmised that the body might have 
been placed where the remains were 
found about three years ago. Quick- 
lime had evidently been enqjloyed, only 
somo small fragments of clothing being 
found. Those are supposed "to have 
formed part of different articles of fe- 
male underclotbiiig. A garter was also 
attached to the right leg. Some por- 
tions of hair are tracoablo hero and 
there, but tho features are beyond 
recognition. Tho detectives engaged 
in tho affair have but slight maierial to 
work upon. The footman has only been 
engaged a year, and with the exception 
of the'Iady's mai'd the butler conies 
next in length of servicn.
